New Orleans Man Claims 


Divorcee Shot Herself— 


Left With Body 


NEW ORLEANS, La.- (/p) -After 


driving around the streets of New Or- 
leans night and dny from Saturday to 
Monday with the body of a pretty 21- 
year-old divorcee in the luggage com- 
partment of his automobile, Steve Ma- 
saluso, 32, credit and discount mana- 
ger of the Federal Reserve bank here, 
picked up the woman's sister and falh. 
er Monday afternoon and drove them 
to police headquarters to report what 
he said was the woman's suicide. 


There he parked the car with its 


gruesome load, and witli the father 
and sister of the dead woman, Mrs. 
Grace Gonzalcs, he went to the office 
of District Attorney Eugene Stanley 
and announced that the woman had 
shot herself while they were riding 
Saturday afternoon and that her body 
was in his car in the street outside. 


The district attorney and his as- 


sistants rushed to the parked car and, 
on Mr. Stanley's orders, drove it into 
the police morgue, where they opened 
the compartment and found the wom- 
an's body, with a bullet wound in the 
left breast. 


Macaluso was arrested for question- 


ing and an autopsy was ordered upon 
completion of which Dr. C. G. Cole, 
coroner, announced a verdict of "death 
following a gunshot wound, cause un- 
determined," and recommended 
in- 


vestigation by the district attorney. 


The girl's father, J. R. Wolfe, un- 


employed lumber shipping clerk, and 
her sister, Mrs. Irene Mallini, 23. a 
department store employe, were ques- 
tioned. 


Macaluso, District Attorney Stanley 


said, told him the girl shot herself 
about 3:30 p. in. Saturday on the Chef 
Menteur highway east of here about 
two hours after they had met by ap- 
pointment in the lobby of a downtown 
hotel and they had driven around and 
had several drinks. 


"To hell with everything," Macaluso 


said the girl shouted before she pull- 
ed his gun from the dashboard com- 
partment and shot herself in the breast 
and slumped downward in the seat.

"I was convicted on perjured evi- 


dence," Hamilton cried out. Ther( 
braggart to the last, he added: 


"You did it because you could not 


keep me in the penitentiary." 


The Eastham guard was killed when 


Hamilton made a break in January. 
1934, 
with guns cached for him by 


Barrow and his gun-girl. Bonnie Par- 
ker, both later slain by Louisiana 
possemen. 


Hamilton was recaptured but es- 


caped nine months ago from death row 
here. Until he was surprised and re- 
taken Friday night at Fort Worth 
Hamilton had roamed the South and 
Southwest. 


Joe Palmer, also convicted of the 


crime, will be put to death at the 
fame time. Palmer, who fled death 
row at state prison here with Ham- 
ilton last July, attempted to shoulder 
all the blame for the Crowson Slay- 
ing when sentenced Saturday at An- 
derson.
